:hat red hot stove.' 


"At the same instant, and before my 


seat mate o^ Mfr,JipttJ^ 
rrasp the end of the seat came upon 
io strong I could not resist it, and hard- 
y had my fingers closed upon the rail ol 
:he seat when there came a crash, ane 
;he car we were in was thrown violently 
irom tho track. I clung to the seat, anc 
my conipanionj when thrown forward 
narrowly missed the stove. My position 
in the seat was snch that had I been 
pitched headlong as ho was I could nol 
have missed the heater. A broken rai" 
caused the accident, but what caused me 
to grasp the seat as I did I would like to 
know."—San Francisco Chronicle.

The fact that the bad temper, with its 
symptoms of black looks or harsh words 
or sullen silence, was maintained untd 
the suffering of the victim became evi 
dent is enough to show that sulkiness is 
really a much worse kind of fault than 
people generally imagine.—Chambers 
Journal.

DANA ON THE SITUATION. 


Charles A. Dana, of the New York Sun, 


is making a tour of the Southern SUteB 
and getting interviewed as often as posel- 
ble. 
He has taken an active interest in 


political affairs, and advocated Republio- 
anism. Domooraoy, Ben-B»tleri«m, and 
neatly all other issues by tarns. He was 
As«istant Secretary of War under Lincoln's 
Administration, landed Genern'. Grant to 
the skies when he first ran for President, 
and viRoroqsly opposed him for a second 
term in favor of Horaoe Greeley. 
He 


was a warm advocate of Tilden's election 
and supported Hanoock for President an- 
til the October election in Indiana, just 
prior to the Presidential election. la 1884 
he was for Cleveland for two weeks after 
he »aa nominated, then for Butler until 
the close of the campaign when, seeing 
that the Butler fight was hopelesa, be 
recommended Elaine 
in preference to 


Cteieland, to the readers of the Sou, al- 
though he had proclaimed Blaine to be 
ft corrupt man, and published sufficient 
evidence from the Mulligan and other let- 
ters to substantiate the charge. He is a 
relentless enemy of Cleveland and shows 
the "big man" in a ridiculous light at 
times. 


Dana, notwithstanding his change of 


attitude toward persons and parties, claims 
to be a Democrat. He is opposed to the 
centralization tendencies of the Republic- 
ans and advocates a tariff with incidental 
protection. In the South he talks freely, 
and at Atlanta, Georgia, when asked what 
bethought of the election in 1892, said: 


"Nobody can tell how it will result. 


The Farmers' Alliance ia an important 
factor in the question, It depends on the 
amount of damage they will do to the Re- 
publican party io the West and the Demo- 
cratic party in the South. The Farmers' 
Alliance in the South professes to be Dem- 
ocratic. It is held back by the negro 
question. 
That 
dominates everything 


here. There is no such balance wheel in 
the Weat, and the Alliance is bitter against 
the Republican party. They came from 
that party, and you know when a member 
of an organization has left it, he ia more 
bittar agoinst it than an original opponent. 
If tbe Farmers' Alliance in the South 
khou'd grow to suoh proportions that the 
negro question would be considered unim- 
portant, it would then smaab the Demo- 
era io party as far as it oonld. The Farm- 
ers Alliance is really as antagonistic 
to Democratic principles 
as

public schools by public exercises and tree 
planting in connection therewith. With 
true Reno patriotism, the public school 
children, in the midst of their vacation, 
propose to re-assemble at the Central 
School Building and plant trees to beautify 
their grounds. 


BUSINESS LOCALS. 


An Act to grant the right of way and to 


provide street railroads within the town 
of Reno, Waahoe county, State of Ne- 
vada. Approved March 19, 1891. 
The People of the State of Nevada, ep- 


resentea ;n Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. The exclusive right is b e- 


by granted to F. G. Newlands, William 
Thompson, C. T. Bender, T. K. Stewart, 
M. D. Foley, their associates nd assigns, 
to construct, lay down and maintain an 
iron railroad track within the town of 
Reno, Washoe county, State of Nevada, in 
and upon any of the streets in said town, 
together 
with 
proper and 
necessary 


switches, turn-outs and torn-tables along 
the entire route, and to run oars thereon at 
all convenient hours of every day and 
night for the transportation of passengers 
and freight; provided, that no portion of 
said track shall cross the bridge now 
known as the iron bridge. 


SEC. 2. The owners of said railroads 


shall keep thoae portions of the street or 
streets occupied by the said railroad track 
in good repair, so as not to interfere with 
tho. passage of persons or vehicles, and 
shall pava. macadamize or plank the afore- 
said portions ol said street, as the proper 
authorities of said town or county may 
direct, so as to correspond with other por- 
tions of said streets. 


SEO. 3. The track of said railroad shall 


not be more than five feet wide within th» 
rails; it shall be laid as nearly as possible 
in the center of the street, and flush with 
the level of the streets, so aa to offer as lit- 
tle obstruction au possible in the crossing 
ot vehicles. 


SEO. 4. 
The cars upon said railroad 


shall be of the most approved construction 
for, the comfort and convenience of passen- 
gers and the delivery of freight, and shall 
be provided with sufficient brakes and 
other means of stopping the same when re- 
quired; they shall be moved by horses, 
mules or electric power, and a speed not 
exceeding eight miles an hour, and in case 
of a violation of this prevision, tho owners 
of said railroad shall be subject to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for each 
offense. 


SEO, 5. Any person willfully obstruct- 


ing said railroad shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be punished accordingly. 


SEO. 6. The franchise and privilege 


hereby granted sh%ll [continue for the 
period of twentj-flve years from and after 
the passage of this Act; provided, that the 
grantees herein named, their associates or 
assigns, shall commence the construction 
of said railroad on or before May first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three. 


SEO. 7. Nothing in this Act shall be so 


construed as to prevent the proper author- 
ities of said town or county from sewering, 
grading, paving, planking, repairing or 
altering any street or streets upon which 
said railroad shall ran, but all such work 
shall be done if possible so as not to ob- 
struct the free passage of tbe oars upon 
said railroad, and when the s»me shall not 
be possible, the said authorities, before the 
commencement ot the said work, shall al- 
low the owners of said railroad time suffi- 
cient to enable them to shift the raila or 
take other means to avoid said obstruc- 
tions, which they, the owners, are hereby 
authorized to do. ^

Lake Tahoe to be Stocked -with Land- 


Locked Salmon. 


Joseph D. Redding, Fish Commissioner 


of California, in conversation with a Bul- 
letin reporter says: I see no reason why 
tbe land-locked salmon should not thrive 
as well on this coast as they do in Maine, 
or in Lake Michigan, to which latter place 
they have been successfully transplanted. 
In fact, the Fish Commissioners of Cali- 
fornia are about to try to raise land-locked 
salmon in this State, and have decided to 
try the experiment at Lake Tahoe. It is 
proposed to br ng out about 500,000 young 
land-looked 
almon from hatcheries in 


Maine som« time during the coming Fall, 
and place thorn in Lake Tahoe. There is 
little doubt entertained by the Fish Com- 
missioner that the young trout will thrive 
there. Tbe temperature of Lake Tahoe 
cannot differ much from that of the lakes 
in Maine which Me the habitat of land- 
locked salmon. This fish indeed is named 
after a Maine lake, being scientifically 
known as the saZmo Stbago. Lake Tahoe 
also has a rooky bottom, clear water and 
other conditions supposed to conduce to 
the well-being of the land-locked salmon. 
The young salmon,will be brought here in 
cans, under thejoara of an experienced as- 
sistant.

MISSIONARY 
HORN TELLS ABOUT 


HIS EXPLORATIONS.

There arrived In San Francisco from 


Australia an English gentleman, who, 
with hia wife, has pained the major 
portion of the last thirteen years in 
Central Africa. His name is Capt. E. 
C. Horn, and under the auspices of the 
London Missionary society he has been 
employed building vessels on the great 
Lake Tanganyika and traveling through 
the dark continent. 


Capt Horn in a conversation with a 


reporter said: "Reports on the land and 
people of Africa are varied, but all who 
have penetrated into the inmost recesses 
are unanimous in their conclusions that 
the slave trade is the chief obstruction to 
civilization and commerce. Africa had, 
until the past twenty years, the name of 
being an arid, nnhealthful country, be- 
cause outside of a given distance little 
was known of the land. While it is 
true that great tracts of country are 
barren and no water exists, still by ex- 
ploitation it has been proved that 
abundant supplies of water can be ob- 
tained which will make the country blos- 
som into a perfect garden of flowers. 


"In the most arid part I ever visited— 


Ugogo—the people dig wella and find 
water, which is carefully stored for a 
time of drought. Perhaps no tropical 
country has a more healthful climate 
than Central Africa. In the interior the 
land rises to a high elevation. 
The 


many deaths and sickness among Euro- 
peans are caused more by the conditions 
of life, absence of accustomed food and 
good doctors and nurses than from cli- 
matic causes. 


OCCUPATIONS. 


'On the shores of Lake Tanganyika 


there are at least nine tribes distinctive 
in physical characteristics, language and 
fashions and weapons, clothing, archi- 
tecture and domestic life. They are all 
expert fishermen, using seines and traps, 
and as the lake teems with fish their, 
ventures are well repaid. Iron and cop- 
per are smelted for manufacture, but in 
the crudest style. Both of these metals, 
in the form of small bars, ivory, rubber, 
palm oil and dried fish are articles of 
circulation among distant tribes. Pot- 
tery of a rude description is also made, 
while the art of weaving cotton cloth is 
well known 


"The character of these natives is in- 


fantile. 
In confidence and suspicion, in 


easy anger and reconciliation, in unde- 
veloped instincts they are essentially 
children. 
Under evil influence, such as 


the introduction of spirituous liquors 
and other vices of civilized nations, they 
rapidly become demoralized." 


The idea of regarding these Central 


Africans in the same light as Australian 
or Indian aborigines is absurd. When 
better known they will be looked upon 
as healthy children, imitative and eager 
to acquire knowledge. 


Deprecating in every possible manner 


the horrible features of the slave trade, 
the explorer thinks that by honest trade, 
a selection of good employes by the 
many organizations now engaged in 
Central Africa, on the Congo and the 
great lakes; by justice, development of 
the resources of Industrie,', together 
with the earnest co-operation of the mis- 
sionaries, the prosperity of the great 
country and its people will be an assured 
fact 


THE SLAVE TRADE. 


'1 have lived in Africa," continued 


Capt. Horn, "long enough to assure my- 
self that many a so called 'savage attack' 
by African natives was in reality 'a gal- 
lant defense' from their point of view; 
that the low type African of whom we 
hear is often but a noble savage degraded 
by contact with Arab ivory and slave 
dealers 
During the past ten or twelve 


years many white men and women have 
lived among the tribes of the far interior, 
and it lias been discovered that they are 
people of much the same passions as 
Caucasians. Although easily degraded, 
they are also capable, when surrounded 
by favoring circumstances, of rising in 
civilization arid of grasping higher and 
better things. 


'lii lira far interior numbers of people 


in evi-i > tribe are slaves. Prisoners of 
war, 
those condemned for witchcraft 


and other oftenses and their families, 
weakl} persons or those in distress, be- 
come hi ives. They pars from hand to 
band, tiaveling toward the coast as the 
direct!! 'i where the value is greatest. 
There they are collected by traders, 
Arabs 
Ualf caste and African. This 


system of slavery can be abolished with 
;he aid of the Arab traders. 
Assure 


them other modes of living and they 
will ociioe to barter slaves with the 
;ribes thn> exchange ivory. 


•Tliut the Arabs have been invited to 


the b\i\,\e trade by tho natives; that they 
prefpi ivory, and frequently take slaves 
only BH the alternative; that the natives 
suffer more at the hands of each other 
than of the Arabs; that the great traffic 
and most horrible features of the same 
are essentially African and the interior 
—are facts testified to by Burton, Baker, 
Livingstone and Stanley. The slave 
trade is in my opinion an African, not 
an Arab question, and while, stories 
iiave been published of horrors and pil- 
lage committed by Arabs at the south 
end of Lake Tanganyika and the north 
end of Lake Nyanza they were untrue 
and 
exaggerated. 
The depredations 


were committed by the Wawemba and 
Wagaraganze tribes after the departure 
of the Arab trader, who kept peace 
among them."—San Francisco Cbron- 
cle.
